EXAMINER 'S COMMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This office action is in response to amendment filed on 4/28/10. Claims 1, 2, 4-8, 10-17, 
19-24 are pending in the application. 

2. In view of the amendment, all rejections set forth in the office action dated 1/28/10 are 
withdrawn. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-8, 10-17, 19-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The presently cited claims are allowable over prior art to Eck et al. (US 5,753,733). 

Eck et al. disclose redispersible homopolymers and copolymers of ethylenically 
unsaturated monomers and one or more organosilicon compounds (col. 2, lines 8-67, col. 3, col. 
4). The monomers are polymerized in the presence of 0.1 to 30% by wt. relative to the wt. of the 
monomers, of one or more silicon compounds (col. 1, lines 63-67). The polymerization is 
preferably carried out by emulsion polymerization, employing emulsifiers in an amount of 0 to 
6% by wt., based on the total wt. of the monomers (col. 6, lines 22-35). Thus, the prior art of 
records fails to meet the compositional requirements presently recited in the process of claims 1 
and 7. 
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Therefore, the presently claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of 
record as per said art neither anticipating nor rendering obvious, alone or in combination, the 
presently claimed invention.
